WASHINGTON, Feb. 7. — The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
today revised the brackets and 
rates slightly in the new revenue 
bill to relieve somewhat the burden 
on incomes of between $8000 and 
$25,000. Brackets affecting such in- 

comes were shifted. 
Also shifted were some of those 
on incomes higher than $25,000 in 


order to keep the expected addition- 
al recenue at $300,000,000. 

Representative Samuel B. Hill 
(Dem.), Washington, said the com- 
mittee probably would report the 
bill tomorrow but that it would not 
be ready for House action until next 
week. 

By a 15 to 9, the committee sus- 
tained previous action in voting a 
5-cent-a-pound tax on coconut and 
sesame oils. A motion by Repre- 
sentative Lewis (Dem.), Maryland, 
to make the tax apply only on oils 
going into edible products, was de- 
feated, 16 to 7( with two voting 
present.

Donald on a charge of robbery 
in connection with the attempt to 
kidnap Johnson, and identified 

by Johnson, but acquitted by a 
jury. 

A St. Louis County gangster 
known to his associates as ‘‘the 
Dago.”’ 

Tommy Wilders, also known 
as Tony, a Shelton gangster, 

Harry L. Lechler, also known 
as “Pretty Boy,” a gunman who 
was murdered April 15, 1932, 
on the East Side by gangsters 
who killed Hayes the same 
night. 

William Conrad Wilbert, also 
known as “Willie Gee,” who 
was killed the same night while 
in an automobile with Lechler. 

A Negro, whom Fiedler 
named, proprietor of the St. 
Charles County farm, where Dr. : 
Kelley was held prisoner for the 
first 24 to 30 hours after he 
was kidnaped. 

Fiedler’s story, obviously, is an 
admission of'guilty foreknowledge 
of the crime, but he declared he 
took no active part in it. 


Detail of Oil and Gravel in Car. 
A detail tending to confirm his 
statement that the kidnapers re- 
sorted to his place and started out 
from there was a discovery made 
by the police when Dr. Kelley's 
abandoned Lincoln car was found 
in northern St. Louis County the 
morning after the abduction. 

On the floor next to the driver’s 
seat, and on the floor in the ton- 
neau, detectives fourid stains of 
road oi] and pieces of gravel which 
apparently had dropped from the 
shoes of the kidnapers. The grav- 
eled parking lot next to Fiedler’s 
recreation parlor had been oiled a 
short time before the kidnaping 
and discovery of the stains and 
gravel at once led the police to 
suspect the kidnapers had been in 
Fiedler’s parking lot. This suspi- 
cion was heightened when Dr. Kel- 
ley, upon his release on April 28, 
recalled that while still driving his 
car he had been forced by one of 
the kidnapers to circle several times 
the block on which Fiedler’s place 
was located. 

In his account, Fiedler says two 
of the kidnapers, McDonald and 
Davit, left their cars on his park- 
ing lot the night of the crime. 
Place of Captivity 

The farm, five miles southwest 
of St. Charles, which Fiedler says 
was the first place of Dr. Kelley's 
captivity, also corresponds general- 
ly with the description given by 
the physician after his return. He 
noted that the chimney ran down 
through a small attic in the center 
of the house, as does the chimney 
on the house pointed out by Fiedler.

He also noted that mail planes 
passed almost overhead. They pass 
within half a mile of the St. Charles 
County house. Finally, he noticed 
that the milk given him by the kid- 
napers was in the bottles of a St. 
Charles dairy. The road leading to 
the farm has been surfaced with 
macadam since the kidnaping, but 
as to hills and a previous reputa- 
tion for being extremely muddy in 
wet weather,italsofitsthe descrip- 
tion of the road as Dr. Kelley was 
able to piece it together while be- 
ing taken over it, blindfolded, by 
the kidnapers. 

Fiedler’s story of direct knowl- 
edge of hideouts where Dr. Kelley 
was kept ends when the physician 
was taken away from the S&St. 
Charles County farm on the night 
of April 21 or the early morning 
of April 22. Dr. Kelley said he sus- 
pected at the time that he was 
then taken to the Hast Side, where 
he was held at three different 
places before being released to John 
T. Rogers, a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch, on the early morning of 
April 28, on a lonely road north of 
East St. Louis. 

Before the release the kidnapers 
had been uniformly unsuccessful in 
making a contact with the family, 
largely because of police interven- 
tion. Telephone calls from the kid- 
napers were cut off short when 
they discovered that the lines were 
tapped. Two letters left in road- 
side mail boxes in St. Louis County 
and designed to open negotiations 
failed of their effect seemingly be- 
cause the negotiations could not 
be continued by telephone. 

The kidnapers, Dr. Kelley said 
after his return, spoke of their un- 
willingness to deal with the fam- 
ily while Carroll W. Harlan, then 
Judge Advocate of\the Police De- 
partment, remained in -the Kelley 
home at 32 Portland place, as he 
did for several days during the 
physician’s eight-day captivity. 

Rogers was called on the tele- 
phone at his home at 1:00 a. m., 
April 28, by a man who asked him 
to meet him at Grand boulevard 
and Finney avenue and told the re- 
porter he was going to take him to 
“see q friend.” 

When Rogers stopped at the cor- 
ner, a stranger stepped into his car 
and directed him by a circuitous 
route to a point on a country road 
northwest of the Ninth street via- 
duct in East St. Louis, whefe he 
ordered him to stop the car and 
pointed to a man standing by the 
road. The stranger got out and 
ran to another car which came 
along. <As he was driven away 
Rogers found that the man beside 
the road was Dr. Kelley. 

In this connection, Fiedler says 


he was told by McDonald, a day}. 


or two before Dr. Kelley’s return, 
that the kidnaped man was to be 
released and to Rogers, and that 
the gang had failed to collect ran- 
som. . 

As for the attempted kidnaping 
of Oscar Johnson, which ‘occurred 
on Aug. 3, 1931, less than four 
months after the Kelley abduction, 
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“The night of the kidnaping, Mc- 
Donald and Davit came to my place 
before 9 o’clock.. They asked me 
to unlock the door to an office next 
to my rooms. This office had no 
connection with my place, but it 


‘opened it up and went in with them. 

“McDonald looked. up Dr. .Kel- 
ley’s phone number and ‘got it from 
the book, but when he was ready 
to call he couldn't remember the 
name of the Chicago doctor that 
h said Mrs. N—— had told him 
about. He was to say the doctor 
had referred him to Dr. Kelley: 
Finally he called up Mrs. N-— 
and asked her what the name was. 
He wrote it down. The name was 
Dr. Ballinger. 

“Then he called up Dr. Kelley. 
I heard only part of the conversa- 
tion because I was in and out of 
the room, I heard him say his 
child was sick and that Dr. Bal- 
linger in Chicago had recommend- 
ed Dr. Kelley to take care of the 
child. After the call he and Davit 
stayed at my place and about 45 
minutes later McDonald called 
Dr. Kelley on the phone again. 

“I went out of the room while 
he was talking to the doctor, After 
a few minutes McDonald § and 
Davit came out of the room and 
said to me, ‘We're going now, wish 
us a little luck.’ 

“The ‘Dago’ was around the 
place that night, too, because I re- 
call that while we were in the 
room during the calls, McDonald 
asked Davit where ‘the Dago’s car 
was, and Davit said, ‘He'll be here 
in a minute’. 

“Before they went out of my 
place McDonald and Davit looked 
over their revolvers, and each one 
of them looked over a sort of hood 
he was carrying. One of them, I 
forgot which, had a pair of 
smoked glasses in his pocket, too. 

Phone Call After Kidnaping. 


“I next heard from them along 
toward midnight when McDonald 
called me on the phone and asked 
me to get his and Davit’s cars off 
the lot, that was my parking lot. 
I asked how he expected me to 
move them without the keys and he 
said, ‘That’s right, We'll call for 
them somehow.’ A feew minutes 
later he called again and said the 
‘Dago’ would be after the cars. 

“It was just about midnight when 
the ‘Dago’ and ‘Willie Gee’ Wilbert 
came upstairs to my place and said 
they would take McDonald’s and 
Davit’s cars. I walked out to the 
door with them and saw ‘Pretty 
Boy’ Lechler standing in the yard, 
apparently waiting for them. 

“Before they went down for the 
cars “‘Dago’ said to me, ‘We got him, 
and we've got him planted already. 
If something turns up that you 
have to get in touch with Bart and 
Hoosier (meaning Davit and Mc- 
Donald), you'll have to go out to 
the farm, meaning the Negro’s 
place in St. Charles County. 

“Later, whether the next day or 
the second day after the kidnap 
ing, I don’t remember, Tommy 
Hayes called me. He told me that 
when the ‘Dago’ dropped in-I was 
to send him across the river, that 
he had something for him to do. 
‘Dago’ told me later that the job 
was to deliver some notes from the 
kidnapers to the Kelley family. 

“After the night of the kidnap- 
ing I didn’t see Davit or McDonald 
until a day and a half or two days 
before Dr. Kelley was released. 
They stopped in at my place — I 
think on a Sunday—and said Dr. 
Kelley was to be released in a day 
or two to John Rogers of the Post- 
Dispatch. They said no ransom 
was to be paid.” 


Police and Detective Chiefs Com- 
ment on Fiedier’s Story. - 

Chief of Police McCarthy and 
Chief of Detectives Carroll read 
Fiedler’s story in the Post-Dispatch 
with unconcealed interest. 

“I don’t know what is in Fiedler’s 
mind,” Chief of Detectives Carroll 
commented, “but I do know that he 
associated with that class of peo- 
ple. And I do know that we, in 
our investigation into the kidnaping 
of Dr. Kelley, were trying to con- 
nect Tommy Hayes and his mob 
with the job. In fact we searched 
an island on the river, supposed to 
be owned by Hayes, and where we 
had information that Dr. Kelley 
might bein captivity.” 

Chief of Police McCarthy re 
marked that he did not know Fied- 
ler. “But from his reputation in 
Police circles, he always did asso- 
ciate with that class of people,” 
said Chief McCarthy.

Russia Modifies Production FPro- 
posals for 1935.

MOBCOW, Feb. 7.—Soviet Russia 
has modified its second five-year 
plan to slow up somewhat the gen- 
eral rate of production in the last 
three years of the plan, it was dis- 
closed today. A reduction from 18.9 
per cent to 16.5 per cent in the 
planned annual increase of indus- 
trial production beginning with 
1935 was approved. 

Thus the Soviet hopes to be pro- 


annually by the end of 1937, in- 
stead of 18,000,00 tons as originally 
planned and will make a corre- 
sponding reduction in the proposed 
output of steel. The proposed 306 
per cent increase in production of 
the food industry by the end of 
1937 was trimmed to 270 per cent.

The Bourse (French stock ex- 
change) observed five minutes of 
silence for “those who were assas- 
sinated last night.”

Daladier, who sat in silence last 
night when angry deputies demand- 
ed from the floor of the Chamber 
whether he gave “the order to fire 
on the people” spent most of the 
night with President Lebrun.

Bitter Feeling Among People.

There were manifesta- 
tions, too, in other cities as vete- 
rans protested against the dismis- 
sal by Daladier of the Paris police 
prefect, Jean Chiappe. 

The injured in Paris included 170 
civilians, 180 police, 130 mounted 
Republican guards, 100 mobile 
ards.

GOLONE MURDER TRL 
ENTERS ITS THD Dt 


Choosing Jury Still in Progress 
in Killing of Collinsville 
Bar Owner. 


With four jurors chosen, the trial 
of Louis Colone, Collinsville saloon 
proprietor and former policeman 
accused of having murdered a rival 
bar owner, Dan Dominic Maddelin, 
entered the third day before Circuit 
Judge Riess at Edwardsville today. 
George J. Keulks, Illinois State 
Highway policeman, who has been 
suspended since he and Colone 
were jointly indicted last August 
charged with the murder, obtained 
a separate trial yesterday. His in- 
dictment was based, in part, on the 
fact that while testimony he gave 
at the Maddelin inquest exonerated 
Colone, he made a markedly differ- 
ent report of the shooting to his 
department. 

The principal witness for the 
State will be Mrs. Margaret Madde- 
lin, who was standing in the door- 
way of their bedroom when Colone 
shot and killed her husband. Her 
testimony at the time of the in- 
quest corroborated the later sta 
ment of Keulks—that Golone, inz- 
stead of firing two quick shots at 
Maddelin in self-defense, fired, 
waited an appreciable time, then 
fired again. 

Colone, Keulks and other offi- 
cers, as has been told, went to the 
Maddelin home on the outskirts of 
Collinsville at 1:30 a. m., last June 
28, to search for machine-gunners 
who had riddled Colone’s’ saloon 
with bullets two hours before, 
wounding Colone’s brother, James, 
and narrowly missing Colone him- 
self. 
They went, Keulks has reported, 
at the suggestion of Colone, who 
said he thought the assailants 
might be hiding there. Maddelin 
admitted them, although they had 
no warrant, and said they might 
search the house. He and his wife 
followed them into a bedroom and 
it was there that Colone shot him, 
in the abdomen and the forehead. 
Colone alleges self-defense. 

At the beginning of the trial the 
attorney for Colone asked for a 
continuance, saying his client was 
in fear of his life, could not enter 
the courtroom, and had been forced 
to flee from the county. Judge 
Riess declined to consider any mo- 
tions until both defendants were 
present, and a few minutes later, 
Colone came into court. He is at 
liberty «under bond of $25,000.

CLAYTON VOTERS APPROVE 
. BOND ISSUE FOR $46,000 


One, for $36,000, Is for Sewers; Oth- 
er Is for Street Paving; 
Large Majorities. 


Two bond issues totaling $46,000 
for sewer improvements and street 
paving in Clayton were approved 
overwhelmingly by voters yester- 
day. 

A proposal for $36,000 for sewers 
received a vote of 935 for to 15 
against. The other issue, $10,000 
for streets, received a vote of 923 
to 16. The money will go for ma- 
terials only, as the work is being 
done by CWA employes. 

Mayor Shaw estimated that the 
city had made a saving of $90.000 
by use of CWA labor. The work, 
already under way, would have 
been paid for from general] revenue 
if the bond issue had not been ap- 
proved. One of the principal sewer 
improvements is in the Skinker 
Heights district south of Washing- 
ton University, where residents 
have complained of bad conditions 
for some time. 


Hospital Patient Ends Life. 

The body of James Evans of East 
St. Louis, a patient at the Alton 
State Hospital since last March, 
was found yesterday hanging to a 
rafter in a tool shed on the hospital 
grounds. He used a piece of wire 
which he fastened to a rafter of the 
shed, after first piling up crates to 
conceal himself. He disappeared 
Saturday night and his body was 
discovered by employes. A Coro- 
ner’s verdict of suicide was- re 
turned. Evans was 50 years old and 
his home was at 616 North Eight- 
eenth street, East St. Louis. 


IN KILLINGS 


Negro, Held in Colum- 
bus, and Other, Prisoner 
at Tupelo. 


Warrants charging murder were 
issued today against two Negroes 
who, by coincidence, were arrested 
at towns in Mississippi, 40 miles 
apart, within the last few days. 
The murders were those of 
Charles Stroll, street-car motorman, 
who was stabbed July 31, 1930 and 
James Sampson, Negro, who was 
shot May 10, 1924. Sampson's as- 
sailant has been a fugitive, while 
the identity of the man who killed 
Stroll has been unknown. 

Several days ago the police of Co- 
lumbus, Miss., inquired if Alex 
Roberson, Negro, under arrest 
there, was wanted here for murder. 
The name was not in local police 
files, so a photograph of the pris- 
oner was obtained. Detective Lieu- 
tenant Ira Cooper, Negro, looked up 
unsolved murders and showed the 
picture to witnesses. 

Roberson was identified from the 
picture as the man who stat-hed’ 
Stroll by Mrs. Minnie Gann, 4453A 
Gibson avenue, who was a passen- 
ger on Stroll’s car, police 
nounced. Louis Garrison, who was 


like the man. Authorities here 
have not learned how it was ¢ater~- 
mined at Columbus that Roberson 
was wanted. 

The stabbing occurred on a Comp- 
ton car, at Grattan street and 
Chouteau avenue. The Negro as- 
sailant had asked for a transfer 
after having ridden from Four- 
teenth street and Clark avenue. 
Garrison said he could not issue it, 
The passenger created a disturbance 
and Stroll went to the conductor’s 
aid. After being dragged from the 
car, the Negro drew a knife, with 
which he stabbed Stroll] in the ab- 
domen, while several passergers 
looked on. Then he fled. Stroll, 
who was 53 years old and resiided 
at 4669 Flad avenue, died of the 
wound five days later. 

Under errest at Tupelo, Miss., is 
Charles Johnson, Negro, known as 
“Son.” Records showed he was 
sought for the murder of Samp- 
son, 24, who resided at 2338 Clark 
avenue. May 10, 1924, Sampson was 
shot at 2811 Adams street, in a 
quarrel with another Negro over 
a woman. 

The murder warrants were is- 
sued by the Circuit Attorney's of- 
fice. Negro city detectives will 
leave for Mississippi tonight ~to 
bring the prisoners back. 


Three of Family Die in Fire. 

FRANKFORT, N. Y., Feb. 7.— 
Frank Daniels, his wife and their 
14-year-old daughter Mary, lost their 
lives in a fire that destroyed the 
Daniels home early today. Albert 
Daniels, 18, and Fred Daniels, 17, 
were severely injured.

4 “Little Dukes” Were Going to Pour in $52,000 


A Year, So Mrs. Nat Brown Was Told; 
Then Police Interfered. 


How operation of a chain of ary ree 40 cents extra-on redeemed 


machines would have netted Wel- 
come Inn at least $52,000 a year 
was disclosed today as Mrs. Nat S. 
Brown, its president, considered 
ways of raising fund for the wel- 
fare organization, her dreams of an 
assured income gone glimmering 
with the decision of Police Com- 
missioner Priest that the machines 
were illegal giumbling devices—even 
though, winnings should go to 
charity. 

The seer who disclosed to Mrs. 
Brown that there’s gold in penny 
gum vending machines was E. J. 
Karm, local manager for O. D. ven- 
nings & Co. of Chicago, manufac- 
turers of the machines. Quickly 
Karm outlined to Mrs. Brown a 
plan which offered a financial so- 
lution of Welcome Inn’s worries 
that rodeos, lotto games, dances and 
other™ benefits, had failed to ap- 
proach. : 

While his interest began and 
ended with the outright sale of the 
machines to local vending machine 
operators, who dealt, in turn, with 
Welcome Inn, he had prepared with 
them a plan which offered a roseate 
financial future for the welfare or- 
ganization. 

Guarantee On Eac: Machine. 

For each of about 500 machines 
which would have been put in op- 
eration, Welcome Inn would have 
received a guaranteed minimum of 
$2 a week, in addition to a rebate 
from the machine of a cent apiece 
for brass tokens discharged by the 
machine to the more fortunate cus- 
tomers. 

The gambling angie, sponsors of 
the scheme feel, was eliminated by 
the provision that the toens could 
mot be redeemed by the player but 
would be deposited by him in a 
box attached to the machine so 


that Welcome Inn might redeem 


them to aid in the task of feeding 
4000 persons a day. Unfortunately 
for the plan, Commissioner Priest 
held that what the player did with 
his proceeds was immaterial but 
the “fact that he is lured to play 
the device on the assumption that 
there is a chance that he will get 
more than his money’s worth” was 
material. 

The decision marks another re- 
pulse suffered by slot machine op- 
erators who have for years tried 
to gain a foothold in St. Louis, even 
to the extenteeight years ago of 
raising a $10,000 fund, predicated 
on a favorable court decision. 

Under the guise of charity, Mrs. 
Brown disclesed today, she has 
been approached with propositions 
to permit Welcome Inn to be a 
sponsor of dog racing tracks and 
even a St. Louis County gambling 
house. 

Basing his figures on years of 
experience in the vending machine 
business, Karm showed Mrs. Brown 
that $2 a week was just a starter. 
Even a machine doing only a $6-a- 
week business, he said, representing 
a low average, would net Welcome 


tokens. 

And there’s so much profit in ball 
gum that after deducting $1.20 for 
the gum in the machine there 
would be’ $2.40 left’ over—which 
would have been divided between 
the operator of the machine and 
the owner of the store in whose 
place the machine was_ situated. 
Since the machine cost $65 each, 
it wouldn’t take an operator long 
to pay for his investment. 

And Still More Profits. 

Even more generous profits ap- 
peared on the horizon. In,a letter 
to his company, in which Karm 
told of 465 tentative orders from 20 
St. Louis operators provided the 
test cast of a machine, known in 
the trade as the Little Duke, re- 
sulted in a decision approving the 
Welcome Inn plan, it was disclosed 
that “the boys estimated conserva- 
tively that there were locations for 
at least 1600 Dukes in St. Louis.” 
Such a distribution would insure 
the welfare organization an annual 
income of at least $166,400," without 
counting the “amusement tokens.” 
Rules of the agreements which 
fell through provided the Little 
Dukes would be filed with “amuse- 
ment and charity tokens only,” set 
the price of gum at 15 cents a 100 
balls, arranged for weekly checks 
in the presence of a Welcome Inn 
representative, provided for Wel- 
come Inn “sponsorship cards” and 
stated that “if any police officer 
should interfere with your location 
you must obey his order and report 
it to Welcome Inn’s office and the 
chairman of its Board of Mana- 
gers.” ; 
Details were to have been han- 
died through a committee of three 
slot machine operators, dealing 
with Welcome Inn. 

Has Sold Gum Before. 
Mrs. Brown made $1800 during 
World War days for hospital beds 
in France by selling a ton and a 
half of gum on St. Louis streets, so 
when seeking ways to raise money 
recently “gum just came into my 
mind,” she said today. Then came 
the visit of the representative of the 
gum-vending machines. 

Mrs. Brown was engaged today 
in checking over receipts of a bene- 
fit entertainment held last night at 
Golden Eagle Hall, 1830 South Elev- 
enth street, in which debutantes 
served as bar maids and cigarette 
girls. 

But they didn’t represent the fu- 
ture offered by the Little Dukes, 
and she still must worry about 
such items as the mounting cost of 
potatoes—twice as high as a year 


ago.

The Stavisky Scandal. 

Alexander Serge Stavisky, a Rus- 
sian naturalized as a French citizen, 
was arrested for fraud in 1926. He 
was known in most of the police 
headquarters of Europe, but he was 
clever and had influential friends. 
Partly through influence and partly 
through the intercession of his vic 
tims, who hoped for restitution, 


this case was never brought to triai. | 


There were nineteen continuances 
in the courts. 

Meantime, with this charge over 
his head, Stavisky was permitted 
to organize the Bayonne Municipal 
Bank and pawnshop. French pawn- 
shops are semi-public institutions, 
and are authorized to issue bonds 
up to a fixed percentage of the 
value of their assets. Stavisky 
floated several bond issues. In seil- 
ing the bonds he used a‘ letter writ- 
ten by Albert Dalimier, then Public 
Works Minister in the Cabinet of 
Premier Edouard Herriot, stating 
that insurance companies might 
lawfully invest their funds in pawn- 
shop bonds. Dalimier, in his letter, 
did not mengfion the Bayonne pawn- 
shop; later said his letter was 
mere routine. 

Rumors began to circulate about 
the Stavisky-pawnshop ate iast 
year. Finally it collapsed; the man- 
ager, Gustave Tissier, was arrested 
Dec. 30, and Stavisky, who had been 
ordered arrested, fied into hiding. 

Tt was disclosed that Stavisky had 
fraudulently issued pawnshop bonds 
greatly in excess of the legal limit 
and that the purchasers, insurance 
companies and small investors, 
stood to lose $40,000,000. 

Only a short time before he dis- 
appeared, Stavisky though an ac 
cused swindler awaiting trial, had 
occupied the samie box at the opera 
on Chiappe, Prefect of Police of

The turn of the switch provided 
power for Tupelo at the cheapest 
rates ever available in the South 
for electrical energy according to 
TVA officials, who estimated that 
the contract would effect a savings 
of 60 per cent on the whole cost 
of power and that householders, 
commercial lighting users and farm- 
ers will receive rates on resale at 
a savings of about 50 per cent.

Only Way to Prevent It, He 
Says in Trans-Atlantic 
Broadcast. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—George 
Bernard Shaw, playwright, poked 
fun at disarmament conferences and 
suggested, in a_ trans-Atlantic 
broadcast yesterday that the real 
way to prevent war is to create 
such terrible weapons that every- 
body would immediately surrender. 
Personally, he said, he would 
rather be blown up by a 16-inch 
shell than by a 16-inch shell, be- 
cause it would “give the occasion 
imporiance and call for a big 
noise.” 
Shaw’s vision of how the con- 
flict of the future wil start and end 
follows: 
“What will London do when it 
finds itself’ approached by a 
crowd of airplanes capable of de- 
stroying it in half an hour? Lon- 
don will surrender. White flags 
will fill the air. 
“Everything Will Cancel Out.” 
“But our own air squadron will 
have already started to meet the 
enemy. From Paris to Moscow, 
from Stockholm to Rome, white 
flags will go up in every city. All 
the navies will strike their colors, 
ransoms and reparations and in- 
demnities wil cancel each other out 
after a squabble in Geneva, and the 
most disgraceful and inglorious war 
on record will peter out in gen- 
eras.” ‘ 
Shaw was speaking on the ques- 
tion: “Whither Britain?” 
“What a question!” he said. “I 
don’t know the answer. Nobody 
knows. 
“At present Britain is not head- 
ing straight for anywhere. She is 
like a ship without a pilot, drifting 
about by the winds of circumstance. 
She is as likely to drift into war as 
anybody else providing somebody 
else starts the war.” 

The League of Nations. 
The League of Nations, he said, 
“has set up a disarmament confer- 
ence which, after two years of fool- 
ing, has virtually ended with the 
confession of our Foreign Secretary, 
Sir John Simon, that the disarma- 
ment conference is really an arma- 
ment conference vainly trying to 
regulate armaments; and the chair- 
man of the conference, Arthur 
Henderson, has threatened to re- 
sign, because the nations haven't 
the slightest intention either of dis- 
arming or of refraining from per- 
fecting the newest and most fruit- 
ful methods of slaughter, with all 
the diligence that terror can in- 
spire.” 
He continued: “Men fought just 
as fiercely as they do now before 
a single one of our modern wéap- 
ons was invented. Some of the 
gréatest naval battles were fought 
in boats propelled by oars instead 
of by turbine engines.”

More About Postal Substitutes.

Y OUR very timely and appropriate 

editorial, “Plight of the Postal Substi- 
tutes,” may be the means (let us hope) 
of alleviating the deplorable conditions 
they have to contend with as employes of 
the largest business in the world and the 
greatest Government on earth. 

A substitute letter carrier, in entering 
the postal service, has to pass a rigorous 
civil service and physical examination 
and is compelled to furnisl a certificate 
of good moral character, furnish bond 
and purchase a uniform at his own ex- 
pense. He is then placed on the substi- 
tute list for a period of probation to test 
his ability, learn his position as an ap- 
prentice and prove his real worth for 
future service. 

Substitutes are required to report daily 
and be available for duty at all times for 
emergency work, for which they are paid 
by the hour, but in no case a regular 
salary. Therefore they are not free to 
accept positions elsewhere. 

' It certainly seems inconsistent and in- 
conceivable for our Government to refuse 
to furnish its tried and true employes at 
least the bare necessities of life and at 
the same time encourage private corpor- 
ations to live up to the NRA.

was fostered in many states by very lax laws, which 
allowed a bank to be established with an absurdly 
small capital, to make real estate loans and to carry 
on other types of business forbidden to national banks. 

Thus there resulted an unfortunate competition 
between state and national authorities. The national 
law was weakened to prevent national banks from 
giving up their charters and becoming state banks, 
and in the states whose laws were stricter than the 
national law, there was always the danger that banks 
would take refuge in the national system. The situ- 
ation led to a competition in bad banking standards, 
with the banks playing hide-and-go-seek between state 
and national authorities. Experience has shown tliat 
little can be done to raise banking standards by na 
tional legislation, as long as banks are free to mi- 
grate into the state systems. : 

There is no question that an important reason for 
our shameful banking record of the past decade is 
to be traced to this competition in bad banking stand- 
ards between the state and national systems. Just as 
the granting to the Federal Government of sole 
authority over money matters was necessary to meet 
the monetary problems at the time of the Constitv- 
tional Convention, and as the proscribing of state 
bank notes was necessary to end the abuses which 
had grown up before the Civil War, so the establish- 
ment of Federal supremacy over check and deposit 
banking is an essential of banking reform. This 
could be accomplished either by direct legislation re- 
quiring every bank doing a checking business to take 
out a national] charter, or by compelling it to belong 
to the Federal Reserve System and thus to be sub 
ject to the rules governing member banks. 

The administration, although forced by the bank- 
ing emergency temporarily to take control of all 
banks, state and national, has made no public pro 
posals for permanently bringing the state banks 
under national control. We recognize that this is a 
delicate subject, with powerful vested interests in the 
persons of state bankers, and also of many national 
bankers, who see that such a step heralds a of 
more severe standards in national legislation. The 
President may feel that problems must be dealt with 
one at a time, and that the dual system of banking is 
too large a hornet’s nest to handle at this moment. 

Yet there is an advantage in acting while the public 
is keenly alive to the need for thoroughgoing changes 
in our banking system. Our dual system has no 
counterpart in any other important country. It is the 
result of historieal accident, and of the failure of 
public opinion and legislation to keep abreast of the 
needs of a changing world. A unified banking sys 
tem is a prerequisite of fundamental banking reform. 
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INTRODUCTION. 

One of the reasons Prof. Kemmerer, so-called mon- 
ey doctor of the world, favors going back to the old 
gold standard is his fear of the possible effect of 
inflation upon the endowments of our great public 
welfare institutions. Says Prof. Kemmerer: “They 
were built up largely by the gifts of wealthy men,” 
and, if the present trend in Government policy con 
tinues, “will we have in future the rich men to re- 
endow these welfare institutions?”

Mr. Stifel, discussing 
the disappointing showing made by the campaign, 
says there are many relief fund.slackers among the 
rich. He cites cases of men who live in $100,000 
homes, yet who have contributed only $100 to the 
St. Louis public welfare institutions. Of men who 
contribute $25 when their annual dues to clubs great- 
ly exceed that sum. Of a man who has a salary of 
$25,000 a year and gives only $400. Of a retired cap 
italist giving but $200.

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RELEASE THE LIQUOR LAW OFFENDERS. 
The United States Supreme Court says the people 
have deprived the Volstead Act of all force and 


by authority, and more than 13,000 charges made under 


that statute are to be dismissed in the Federal courts. 
Attorney-General Cummings has not said what he 
is going to do about Federal prisoners who violated 
the Volstead Act. He is thinking it over. We are 
confident that. he will decide that they should be 
released. 

Nothing better becomes a nation than magnanim- 
ity. We have tried the experiment of national pro 
hibition, and we have found it a failure. We are 
receding from it. It fs not to condone all thd of- 
fenses committed under the Volstead Act to pardon 
these persons now. It is to make consistent our own 
confession that we were mistaken in believing that 
temperance can be achieved by such drastic means. 
_ Recession from such a ghastly error cannot be made 
complete until we free the liquor prisoners. If these 
people did nothing worse than to violate a law against 
which the masses at last revolted, they should be ac- 
corded that same mercy extended after the World 
War to our political prisoners. It is such things as 


judgment of the group, includirig in its membership, 
as it does, such eminent social scientists as Wesley C. 
Mitchell, John M. Clark, Alvin H. Hansen, Alvin 
Johnson, James W. Angell, Robert M. Maciver and 
George Soule, is one which must command respect. 

In a report which expresses general sympathy with 
the spirit of the New Deal, their first recommenda 
tion is that “special care should be taken to insure 
that the code-maxing facilities of the National Re 
covery Act shal] not be made a means for the com- 
petitive limitation of output by organized industries.” 

They insist that the “Illusion that a deliberate lim- 
itation of output because it raises prices helps toward 
recovery is a fallacy,” and declare emphatically that 
we cannot “solve the problemi of poverty in the midst 
of plenty by removing the plenty.” 

Such protests against monopolistic tendencies in 
the codes are to be welcomed. We hope they will grow 
in volame. Informed criticism will do far more to 
make the Recovery Act realize the purposes for which 
it was devised than will pasgive acquiescence. 

It must not be forgotten that many of the business 
interests which are now operdting under the codes 
are the same groups whose performance in the Coo- 
lidge and Hoover era brought us into the depression. 
The codes should not serve as « bianket of immunity 
to protect them from public scrutiny. The NRA was 
never intended as a license to rob the consumer. 
Constant criticism will be required ‘to protect it 
against the efforts of monopolists to make it so. 
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FRENCH DEMOCRACY IN PERIL. 

The Stavisky scandal, as the last straw of many 
incentives to discontent, has aroused the French 
people to such fury that Premier Daladier, seeking 
a vote of confidence, asked for help “to prevent civil 
war,” lest “the Republic be forced to abdicate.” His 
Cabinet has resigned as a result of the tragic riots 
in Paris, shortly after it succeeded the Chautemps 
Ministry, which was forced out by the Stavisky dis- 
closures. There is not only popular indignation over 
corruption in high circles, but the Royalists have 
seized the occasion to stage violent demonstrations. 
Socialists and Communists joined the fray. Paris 
is in a state of tumult not seen since the days cf the 
Commune. Many lives have been lost as troops and 
police fought the mobs. 

Though the present system of government is under 
heavy fire, it is unlikely that the Royalists wfll re 
alize their dream of restoring the monarchy. Rather, 
if democracy falls, as some observers fear, many 
Frenchmen will be ready for an anti-parliamentary 
Government of dictatorial powers, similar to the 
Fascist ideal. France is faced by grave economic 
problems, such as the monetary issue, the high cost 
of living, the depressed condition of agriculture, high 
taxes and the budget puzzle. Back of all this lies the 
heavy cost of French armaments. The national! crisis 
now. is aggravated by the fact that the Government is 
leaderiess. Unless firm leadership is produced at 
once, the governmental system will stand convicted of 
the charges of weakness, and the gloomiest predic 
tions may be realized. 


The public’s opinion on national issues usually is 
accurately reflected, under our democratic system, in 
the balls of Congress, particularly in an election year. 
The nation-wide approval of the CWA and relief ac 
tivities, major parts of the recovery program, mani- 
fested itzelf in the House Monday, when a $950,000,- 
000 appropriation for these functions was approved 
by the overwhelming vote of 381 to 1, and with only 
49 minutes’ debate. So certain were the legislators 
that the people, convinced of their merits, favor con- 
tinuance of these measures, that they approved in 
quick time an amount surpassing the total Govern- 
ment budget of a year so recent as 1916. Similar 
expeditious approval is expected in the Senate. 
All the House members have their ears to the grass 
roots just now, for all must stand for re-election this 
fall if they wish to keep their seats. Could better 
proof be had than this all-but-cnanimous vote that 
the people are unafraid of heavy Federal expenditures 
for these essential purposes?

A 20-year-old model is being used 
by experts of the Senate Banking 
Committee in drafting the drastic 
stock exchange regulation bill they 
have been ordered to prepare. 

Back in 1914, following a bitter 
denunciation by President Wilson 
of predatory business and financial 
interests lobbying against his re- 
form measures, the House ordered 
an inquiry. The inquiry became 
known as the Pujo investigation, 
fone of the most sensational] and his- 
toric in the long line of congres- 
sional probes. 

Samuel Untermyer, New York’s 
brilliant, orchid-wearing lawyer, 
was the Ferdinand Pecora of that 
day. As a result of his disclosures 
of the machinations of high-finance, 
he drafted a rigorous stock ex- 
change contro! bill. 

Public sentiment was aroused, 
Congress was in a mood to act, and 
the measure seemed certain of pas- 
sage. Then, suddenly, Europe burst 
into flames. War spread its pall 
over the whole world. The Unter- 
myer bill, other iroportant reform 
measures, were swept aside in the 
rush of international events. 

For 20 years the bill gathered dust 
in the archives of the Library of 
Congress. Now experts of the Sen- 
ate committee, headed by John T. 
Flynn, brilliant economist and au- 
thor, are poring over it, using it 
as the model for the legislation 
soon to be offered.

Gov. Futrell Delays Signing Bill 
Pending Meeting With New 
York Investors. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 7.— 
State officials have been notified 
that holders of Arkansas road dis- 
trict bonds, meeting in St. Louis, 
have unanimously accepted the 


State’s plan to refund its $155,000,- 
000 bonded highway indebtedness. 

A conference will be held here 
next Monday between State officials 
and bondholders’ representatives 
from New York. It is expected that 
a suit filed by the bondholders, and 
decided against the State by a 
three-Judge Federal court, will be 
disposed of. Pending this adjust- 
ment, Gov. Futrell will withhold his 
signature to the refunding bill 
passed by the Legislature.

pany and have its business given 
into his custody. 

Testimony of Ed Mays, president 
of the company, who has been on 
the witness stand seven days, was 
interrupted while the company’s 
counsel sought to introduce certain 
evidence as to the condition of the 
Grand National Bank. 

Mays testified that since last 
March when more than $1,000,000 
of its cash was tied up by the clos- 
ing of banks, the company has con- 
tinued to take in more money than 
it paid out, and out of the excess 
has invested $24,000 in Government 
bonds, $70,000 in a loan on a hotel 
and $9500 in another real estate 
loan. 

Taking issue with examiners for 
the Insurance Department, who 


company’s balance on deposit in 
the closed Welliston Trust Co. would 
be recovered, Mays asserted that 
bank would pay depositors “100 
cents on the dollar.” The Wellston 
Trust Co. is one af the banks Mays 
controls, another being the Grand 
National Bank, now in the hands 
of a conservator. 
Bank Examiners’ Report. 

In making his estimate, Mays 
disagreed with State Bank Exam- 
iners who reported that as of last 
May 1 the Wellston Trust Co. had 
liabilities, including capital and sur- 
plus, of $1,132,037, and good assets 
of $609,289, doubtful assets of $127,- 
960, and “lost assets” of $383,207. 
To the assets classed as good by 
the Bank Examiners, Mays added 
others, making a total of $971,858, 
and his, he said, would be more 
than enough to pay all creditors ex- 
cept stockholders. Excluding the 
capital stock of $100,000 and surplus 
of $100,000, the bank’s liabilities, as 
reported by the Examiners, were 
$932,037, as of last May 1. 

Grand National Stock Deal. 

An item of $276,000 which the 
bank examiners classified as “lost” 
was called good by Mays. This 
was the contract whereby the 
Wellston Trust Co. sold 2400 shares 
of Grand National Bank stock to 
the Continental Securities & Hold- 
ing Co., another Mays concern, for 
$276,000, payments to be made in 
three annual installments. 

When the first payment became 
due the purchaser sought an ex- 
tension of one year and posted 
with the trust company 21,900 
shares of Continental Life Insur- 
ance Co. stock as additional col- 
lateral. The trust company had 
purchased the Grand National 
stock from Mays, paying him $276,- 
000. 


Tells of Offer for Stock. 


Mays testified that at the time 
the insolvency suit was filed Conti- 
nental Life had 416 agents in 32 
states, 83 general agents and branch 
offices at Philadelphia, Denver and 
Salt Lake City. The agency or- 
ganization, he said, had a value of 
$1,000,000. The company had about 
200 employes, 175 in the home office 
in St. Louis and 25 in the branch of- 
fices. 

He received an offer last Septem- 
ber, he said, of $30 a share for the 
insurance company stock of 105,000 
shares. The offer was made to 
him at a hotel in Washington, he 
said, by George Coombs, formerly of 
Kansas City, now a New York 'aw- 
yer, but he didn’t know whom 
Coombs represented.

EADING, writing and _ arith- 
metic is great fun at the Com- 
munity Schools, where every in- 
terest is made real by some form of 
art work. Under the direction of 
Sheila Burlingame, versatile St. 
Louis artist, the child is given the 
opportunity through some medium 
of art to express his own interpre- 
tation of the subject that he is 
studying. 


Tiny tots put their thoughts in 
color; the geography class molds an 
entire African village, the reading 
lesson turns into a large book writ- 
ten and illustrated by the whole 
class and impressions of music are 
depicted by weird. but interesting 
pictures. 

The kindergarten children start 
their art work with the study of 
color. They are given sheets of pa- 
per of various sizes and the pri- 
mary colors. The first effort re- 
sults in daubs of color, then from 
these strange splashes fantastic 
forms gradually emerge, that, ac- 
cording to the youthful artists, are 


| every-day scenes with which they 


are iliar. To look at a series of 
such paintings by the same child is 
like looking at an open fire in 
which imaginary figures dance into 
definite shapes or like watching 
clouds billow into fleecy pictures. 


The children are simply told to 
paint a picture. Not a picture that 
the teacher suggests or a picture of 
a flower or an object placed before 
them—but the picture they want to 
paint. The imagination and crea- 
tive ability are given full reign. 
This idea is illustrated by a picture 
made by one of the small girls. She 
covered a sheet of drawing paper 
with charcoal and in the center she 
drew a large red ring. “This,” said 
Dotty, “is a picture of the night.”

planned in such a manner that it 
makes the studies enjoyable and 
interesting. After a study of Greek 
life by the fourth grade, cartoons 
for a mural, illustrating the ideas 
of the pupils of the Olympic games, 
was made.

“In teaching art with the sub- 
ject matter,” said Mrs. Burlingame, 
“we are giving the child something 
on which to build. We do not ex- 
pect to develop a large number of 
creative artists, but we do teach 
them to observe closely, and we im- 
press them with the idea that they 
must have some feeling for the 
thing they are drawing. In study- 
ing Greek, Egyptian and Indian 
life they had to know what each 
group was really like as a people 
before they started drawing or 
painting them. This helps to fix 
their subject matter. Intérspersed 
with all this they have lessons in 
purely creative expression.” 


Mrs. Burlingame said that all the 
classes liked to do action drawing. 
These drawings are done quickly so 
that the children observe the 
rhythm action of the figures.

Sauce 
French Fried Sweet Potato Balls 
String Beans au Gratin

The recipes: 
Creole Soup. 

Two quarts of soup stock. 

One large can of tomatoes. 

One-half green pepper, chopped. 

One large chopped onion. 

Two level tablespoons of butter. 

Salt, pepper and cayenne. 

Two tablespoons of prepared 
horseradish. 

One-half cup of vermicelli, brok- 
en into smal) pieces. 

Cook peppers and onions in but- 
ter for five minutes. Add flour, 
stock and tomatoes and simmer for 
15 minutes. Run through a sieve. 
Season, and add vermicelli, cooking 
for about 10 minutes longer, and 
just before serving stir in the 
horseradish. 

Smothered Spring Duck. 

Cut young ducks in quarters. Salt 
and pepper, and roll in flour and 
brown quickly in a roasting pan or 
Dutch oven. After browning, start 
cooking with one-half cup of hot 
water, adding more water as the 
moisture cooks away. Simmer 
slowly for an hour and a half, then 
add one cup of orange juice and 


low orange peel and two cups more 
of water. Continue cooking for one- 
half hour longer. Remove ducks to 
heated platter and thicken gravy 
with two tablespoons of flour mixed 
smooth with one-half cup of sherry. 
Let boil long to slightly thicken. 
Pour over ducks. 
String Beans au Gratin. 

Slice lengthwise small stringless 
beans and cook in boiling salted 
water for about 30 minutes, adding 
a pinch of soda while cooking in 
an uncovered kettle. Drain and 
place one-half of the beans in a 
flat baking dish. Season highly and|

Chocolate Icing. 

Add one-half cup of strong hot 
coffee to three large tablespoons of 
grated bitter chocolate and stir un- 
til chocolate is dissolved. Add two 
cups of confectioners sugar, five 

ns of melted butter, a 
pinch of salt and one-half cup of 
cream. Cook all together, stirring 
occasionally until a soft ball will 
form when dropped inte cold wa- 
ter. Remove from fire and let cool 
without stirring until firm enough 
to spread on roll If desired, 
sprinkle chopped nuts over icing.

One teaspoon salt. 

One-quarter teaspoon paprika. 

One-quarter teaspoon celery salt.
